Introduction 


Extension  work  in  1935  was  carried  on  "by  51^9  county  extension 
agents  and  assistant  agents  (Table  1)  assisted  by  1067  full-time  and 
3^1  part-time  subject-natter  specialists 4 

The  statistical  information  contained  in  this  report  is  based  on 
the  annual  reports  of  kS~[2   extension  agents  who  reported  on  all  ex- 
tension work  done  in  their  respective  counties  (supplemented  by  re- 
ports of  State  supervisors  covering  work  in  counties  without  extension 
agents).

During  1935  county  extension  agents  devoted  24.6  percent  of  their 
time  to  agricultural  adjustment  programs  and  4.3  percent  of  their  time 
to  relief  work.  The  remainder  of  their  time,  7L1  percent,  was  devoted 
to  the  conduct  of  the  usual  extension  programs  which  were  modified  some- 
what to  meet  changing  conditions. 

The  distribution  of  agent's  time  and  the  field  time  of  specialists, 
by  projects,  is  given  in  Table  2,  For  purpose  of  comparison  the  corre- 
sponding percentages  for  1934,  1933»  1932,  and  1931  are  also  given.

Prior  to  1934,  the  proportion  of  agents'  and  specialists'  time  de- 
voted to  the  different  subject-matter  lines,  was  characterized  by  great 
uniformity.   In  1934,  however,  the  agricultural  adjustment  programs  di- 
rected locally  by  the  county  extension  agents,  brought  about  sweeping 
changes  in  emphasis.  The  percentage  of  time  devoted  to  farm  crops 
Jumped  from  14.3  percent  in  1933  to  28.7  percent  in  1934,  due  to  the 
cotton,  wheat,  com  and  tobacco  adjustment  programs,  and  continued  at 

-^1^  i-*!1  throu«hout  1935.  The  percentage  of  time  devoted  to 
animal  husbandry  was  somewhat  less  in  1935  than  in  1934  when  agents  in 
certain  sections  of  the  country  were  called  upon  to  assist  with  the 
purchase  of  livestock  in  drought  areas.  Dairy  husbandry  consumed  even  less 
time  in  1935  than  in  1934  when  it  was  the  lowest  since  1931.   In  the  case 
of  agricultural  engineering  and  agricultural  economics  there  was  a  return 
to  the  1932  level  of  emphasis.

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Result  Demonstrations 


The  total  somber  of  adult  result  demonstrations  conducted  in  1935 
was  788,615  as  compared  to  876,623  for  1934  and  1,378,315  for  1933.  ' 
The  number  of  projects  completed  by  club  members  was  1,242,323  as  com- 
pared to  1,140,922  in  1934  and  1,185,563  in  1933.   (Table  3) 

Regarding  adult  demonstrations,  all  projects  showed  considerable 
decrease  in  1935  °^©r  1934  excepting  legumes  and  forage,  agricultural 
engineering,  foods  and  nutrition,  and  home  health  and  sanitation. 

In  connection  with  4-E  Club  members  completing,  there  was  an  in- 
crease in  1935  over  1934  in  all  projects  except  agricultural  economics 
and  child  developement, 

4-E  Club  fork 

The  number  of  different  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in  1935  "&*  81,682 
more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  different  boys  and 
girl 8  who  completed  the  work  outlined  in  1935  *&»  53»933  more  than  the 
number  who  completed  in  1934.  The  number  of  projects  started  was  higher 
in  1935  oy-  164,338  and  the  number  of  projects  completed  higher  by  101,401 
than  in  1934,  (Table  4) 

Following  a  two-year  period  of  small  declines  in  total  enrollment  in 
4-F  Club  work  1935  witoessed  an  increase  in  enrollment  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  offset  previous  losses.  With  the  transfer  to  extension  funds  of 
many  emergency  and  assistant  agents  formerly  employed  on  agricultural 
adjustment  funds,  a  determined  effort  was  made  in  many  States  to  get  a 
reasonable  volume  of  club  work  underway  in  all  counties.  In  other  words, 
the  increase  in  club  enrollment  is  more  largely  due  to  increased  county 
extension  personnel  than  to  increased  volume  of  club  work  per  extension 
agent.

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According  to  Table  5a,  67.32  percent  of  the  "boys  and  girls  were 
enrolled  in  club  work  two  years  and  under,  14.37  percent  were  enrolled 
three  years,  while  the  other  18. 31  percent  have  "been  in  club  work  for  a 
period  of  four  years  or  more.  The  average  length  of  membership  of  1935 
club  members  was  2.25  years  for  boys  and  2.19  years  for  girls,  or  2.21 
years  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

From  Table  5b,  it  will  be  noted  that  39*97  percent  of  the  boys 
and  girls  in  club  work  were  12  years  old  and  under,  39*65  percent  were 
13  to  15  years  inclusive,  and  the  remainder,  or  20. 38  percent,  were 
from  16  to  20  years  of  age  and  older.

In  addition  to  the  substantial  increase  in  volume  of  4-H  Club  work 
during  1935*  extension  work  with  rural  70005  people  16  to  25  years  of  age 
who  were  not  in  4-E  Clubs  increased  materially  also*  The  number  of  such 
organised  groups  increased  from  1,704  in  1934  to  1,878  in  1935.  The 
membership  in  such  special  groups  was  37*022  in  1934  as  compared  to 

44,790  in  1935.

Stasmary  of  Extension  Influence 

The  revised  report  form  used  for  the  first  time  in  1934  fur- 
nishes more  satisfactory  information  than  hitherto  available  re- 
garding the  extent  to  which  extension  information  has  influenced 
rural  people  to  follow  recommended  practices.  This  is,  of  course, 
difficult  information  for  agents  to  obtain  accurately  so  agents 
were  instructed  to  make  a  conservative  estimate  based  upon  such 
records,  surveys,  and  other  sources  of  information  as  were  available. 

The  1935  report  summary  indicates  that  on  2,971*700  farms 
changes  in  practices  resulted  from  the  agricultural  extension  pro- 
gram, while  the  home  economics  extension  program  influenced  the 
adoption  of  improved  practices  im  1,199*072  farm  homes  and  429,009 
other  homes  (Table  b).  The  997*744  4-E  Club  members  enrolled  in 
1935  came  from  606,896  farm  homes  and  155*996  other  homes. 

a  total  of  4,694,U02  rural  families  were  definitely  influenced 
by  some  phase  of  the  1935  extension  program.  Of  this  number 
3,804,810  were  farm  families  and  889,592  were  other  families.  The 
farm  families  influenced  represent  approximately  57  percent  of  all 
the  farm  families  in  counties  with  extension  agents.
